NEW YORK, March 13.—The trial of 
Raymond Hitchock, the comedian, on a 
charge of mistreating Helen Von Ha- 
gen, 16 years old, was resumed before 
Judge Blanchard in the criminal branch 
of the Supreme Court this morning. 
The crowd that fought for admission 
rivaled the throngs which besieged the 
room during the first trial of Harry 
Thaw. 

Hitchcock's wife, whose stage name is 
Flora Zabelle, was barred from the 
courtroom because she is to be a wit- 
ness. During the examination of tales- 
men, incident to the selection of the 
jury, Mrs. Hitchcock was allowed to 
remain in the courtroom and sat near 
her husband, accompanied by a friend, 
Mrs. W. Burkerstein. 

Cross-Examination Begins. 

The cross-examination of the Von Ha- 

gen girl, who told wer story yesterday 


under direct examination, probably will 


take up mbdst of the day’s proceedings. 

When she was recalied to the stand 
this morning Hitehcock sat amidst his 
battery of legal heavy guns and listened 
intently to every word of the young wit- 
ness. He lookeé a little better, although 
the strain of the ordeal he is undergo- 
ing shows plainiy in his drawn face 
and nervous manner. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan at 
once announced that he was through 
with his direct examination and John B. 
Stanchfield took up the cross-examina- 
tion. His first queries were merely di- 
rected to bring out incidents of the wit- 
ness’ early life and had little ap- 
parent bearing on the case. 

Stanchfield brought out that Helen 
had Quit school in June, 196, being in 
the sixth grade at that time. In the 
summer of 1907 Bhe visited at the home 
of a liveryman named Smith in Great 


‘ Neck, where Hitchcock had his summer 
‘home. She denied knowing where the 


comedian's house was at that time. The 


witness was then led into another re- 


cital of her acquaintance with, Hitch-

she was there and inviting her to his

ROME, March 13.—A story of tove, be- 
trayal, grief, revenge and tragedy has 
been revealed near the. village of Ge- 
race, Calabria. Three lives were sacri- 
ficed. 

The first to die was Giovanni Avellon>, 
father of a false lover's victim, mortally 


stricken by his daughter's confession of 


her wrongs. 

Next Andrew Campanile, the betray- 
er, drugged and senseless, but still liv- 
ing, was laid in the grave from which 
his former sweetheart’s own hands had 
torn her father, to make room for the 
form: of the man whose cruelty had 
killed him. Then the baby whose 
birth had made concealment impossible 
was sent to the grave by its mother. 
Lastly Lucy Avellone, the girl, killed 
herself. 

A farmer just outside of the village 
discovered the tragedy. Noticing that 
his pigs returned at night with their 
snouts stained, he followed them to the 
Gerace Cemetery, to find arms stretch- 
ing upward from the grave where once 
had lain the body of Avellone, a rich 
land owner. 

Police investigation revealed the 
entire story. Campanile had wooed 
Lucy Avellone, then refused to marry 
her. When'the young woman became 
a mother she made a confession to 
her father and the shock killed him. 

Inducing Campanile to call on her. 
she administered a narcotic. Then 
she summoned a young peasant and 
together they carried the young man 
to the cemetery, exhumed Avellone’s 
body, laid C umpanile in the grave, 
covered it and buried the dead land- 
Owner in his own dooryard. 

It was from the peasant who helped 
to bury Campanile that the authori- 
ties learned the facts. The young 
man iiimself may answer for the part 
he played in the tragedy. 

Campanile evidently recovered con- 
sciousness after his burial and plainly 
made ua terrific fight for his life, fore- 
ing hig hands through the earth un- 
til they projected above the mound 
under which his body lay. 

In the meantime Lucy and her child 
disappeared. A search was instituted 
for them and both bodies were found 
at the bottom of a well in the out- 
skirts of the village.

“In my younger days, when my eight 
children were attending the  Divoll 
School, I was in constant fear of fire 
or panic.

WASHINGTON, March 13. 
Metcalf announced the future 
ments of the fleet after the Cabinet 
meeting today. It will leave San Fran- 
cisco on July 6 “‘for our Pacific posses- 
sions,’’ as Mr. Metcalf styled it. 

The vessels will first touch at Hawaii, 
where they will coal. After that they 
will go to Samoa, following this up by 
a visit to Australia, here they will stop 
at the cities of Melbourne and Sydney, 
the invitation of the Australian Gov- 
ernment to visit that country having 
been supplemented by a more cordial 
one from the British Ambassador, Mr. 
Bryce. 

Leaving Australia the warships are to 
go to Manila, and, while in the. Philip- 
pines, the annual fall target practice 
will be held. Thence the return will be 
made to the United States by way of 
the Suez Canal, stopping only at such 
ports as are necessary for coaling pur- 
poses. 

The date of their return to the States 
is dependent entirely upon the amount of 
time required for the target practice in 
the Philippines. The visits of the bat- 
tleships to Puget Sound will be made 
cometime between the conclusion of the 
grand review in San Francisco Bay on 
May 8 and the date of the sailing over 
the Pacific. °

has been a week now since the 
dangerous condition of the Columbia 
School was pointed out by Fire Chief 
Swingley and my own department,” said 
Inspector Sikes. 

“So far as I am informed, nothing has 
been done to correct the evils that we 
found there. The school ought to be 
closed until it is put in a safe condi- 
tion. I shall consult my attorney, and, 
if he says that I have the power to 
close it, I shall order it closed. The 
Attucks School for negro children 4s 
even in a worse condition. It, too, 
ought to be closed. 

“The public safety act says: ‘This 
chapter shall be given in charge to the 
grand jury at each session and they 
shall make due inquiry and indict and 
bring to trial all parties found guilty 
of violating any of its provisions.’ 

“I do not propose to be dilly-dallying 
along with the School Board. My at- 
torney {is now absent from the city, but 
he will return Saturday night and I 
will know Monday morning just how far 
I can go. ~ 

“This Columbia School, as [I have 
said hefore, could not be in much worse 
condition. The furnace is immediately 
under the principal stairways, con- 
structe1 of combustible material, and 
there is no rear exit, rendering the 
stairway in the rear of the building 
practically useless as a means of es- 
cape. 

“Even with the school buildings in 
this highly dangerous cendition little 
precaution seems to be taken to prevent 
a fire. Ashes were piled up tn the base- 
ment, as well as kindling wood. A fire 
might break out in the manual training 
room on the first floor, which is almost 
constantly filled with shavings, and fill 
the halls and stairways with smoke, 
cutting off possibility of escape from the 
upper rooms. 

Eire Escapes Needed. 
“The fire escapes positively ought to 


be put oy the front and rear of this 
building and unless the School Board 


complies with the law I intend to see 
how far 1 can go toward making it

“There is but one stairway in the 


Attucks School, which is three stortes 
high. Such conditions as these ought 
not to exist, and this department will do 
everything in its power to correct them.

Kelleher killed Sullivan Jan. 29, 190, 
in a saloon at Twenty-second and Pine 
streets.

There has been no 
delay, and no attempt on the part of 
the boards of education to belittle the 
work of the department. They have 
shown an alertness to do their duties, 
and have co-operated with my inspect- 
ors to the fullest extent. 
Drills Are Satisfactory. 

“They have fire drills both in Kansas 
City and Sedalia, which, acording to the 
reports of my inspectors, are highly sat- 
isfactory. A minute and a half is all 
the time needed in these drills to clear 
the school buildings. Teams of strong 
boys are organized for the purpose of 
carrying cripples out of the buildings, 
and they are so proficient that they are 
able to get their charges out with the 
other pupils, not causing a second’s de- 
lay. 

“The spirit with which the boards of 
education in Kansas City and Sedalia 
have shown willingness to comply with 
the law and make the schools rafe is in 
marked contrast with the attitude of at 
least some members of the Board here. 
These school boards have detailed men 
to go with my inspectors through the 
schools and to consult with thom in re- 
gard to what is needed. If the School 
Board here went at this proposition in 
the same spirit it would be a :natter of 
a very short time until our’ schools 
would be perfectly safe. 

“The attitude of the Schvool Board in 
yielding reluctantly, or not at all, to 
the command of the law ‘s what has 
made me determined to exauust alt my 
resources to force the Board to” make 
the schools safe, and thereby aficrd the 
cnidren the protec#len that oup lit to be 
willingly and speedily e'ven.”

“The proper facilities are not had in 
ease of fire. There are insufficient ex- 
its to safeguard the lives of the occu- 
pants, one of the buildings having but 
one and the other two exits. The heat- 
ing apparatus is inadequate to heat the 
rooms,’’ 

The school buildings are two stories 
high and do not come within the pro- 
visions of the fire escape law.

HAD. JUST QUARRELED 


Young Couple Separated Often 
Through His Jealousy, 
It Is Said.

OSKALOOSA, Io., March 13.—Leo 
Grubb, aged 23, a well-known mem- 
ber of the younger set of this city, 
shot and instantly killed his pretty 
wife, 17 years old, attempted to slay 
their six-months-old baby, and then 
ended his own life, on a crowded 
street corner here last evening. 

Grudb and his wife, wheeling the 
infant in a baby carriage, had just 
left a store where they had had angry 
words. They were accompanied by 
two friends. 7 

Without warning, Grubb pulled a 
revolver from his coat pocket and 
pressing it against the head of his 
wife, fired, and she sank to the pave- 
ment, dead. 

The man fired a second shot, intend- 
ing to hit the baby, but Mrs. W. A. 
Wiley, a friend of the murdered girl, 
grabbed the infant at the first flash 
of the gun and the second ball en- 
teed the body of the wife as she 
fell. 

Turng Gun on Self. 

Grubb, who had not said a word, 
now turned the gun against his own 
head and pulling the trigger fell to 
the walk beside his dead wife and 
died within a few moments. 

The tragedy occurred on the busiest 
corner of the city at a time when the 
streets were threnged with theater go- 
ers. At the first flash of the gun peo- 
ple fled right and left, but before the 
crowd could get away the three shots 
had been fired and the couple’ were 
cead, 

jrubb and his wife had quarreled and 
separated some months ago. The wife 
had been living with friends and the 
husband had made overtures for a re- 
union. Separation was said to have 
been caused by relatives who had in- 
duced the girl to leave the husband 
several times. 

Hiad Pianned New Home. 

They had been reunited and had made 
preparations to enter a new home, when 
interference decided the girl to go to 
Kansas to join relatives. 

The husband sought solace in drink 
and lost his position. -He had been re- 
fu admission at the home where the 
girl was staying on account of threats 
against her life if she did not return 
to him. 

The trouble was mended yesterday 
and the party started for the theater. 
What had passed between the couple 
just prior to the shooting is not known, 
but it is certain the disagreement was 
renewed.

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Mrs. Ella Sartini, Whose Throat Was Cut, De- 
clares That Suicide Was Jealous of First 
Husband Who Ended Life. 





Tremulous and agitated after her es- 
cape from death, Mrs. Ella Sartini, 
the bride of tragedy, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Friday for the first time 
the story of her unusual experience in 
matrimony. 

The physicians had just told her that 
she would live, and gratitude shone in 
her eyes. 

Although only 21 years old, Mrs. Sar- 
tint has lost two husbands by suicide 
during their honeymoon and the second 
attempted her life before killing him- 
self. 

Her first husband, Martin Oerter, shot 
himself Oct. 8, 1906, because of dejection 
over a protracted illness from malaria. 

Her second husband, James Sartini, 
whom she married last Thanksgiving 
day, tried to cut her throat Wednes- 
day, and then drank carbolic acid, dy- 
ing almost instantly. 

Jealousy Killed Love. 

“Poor Jimmy,” was her first remark 
when told of Sartini’s death. “I loved 
him the first time I saw him, but he 
killed my love with his jealousy. I 
can't believe he’s dead.’ 

The bride wept over the fate of the 
man who nearly caused her death. 

“Jimmy came to the home of my 
mother, Mrs. Emma Nutt, 717° Shenan- 
doah avenue, Tuesday night, and re- 
proached me with going with girl 
friends. He fell into a rage when I 
told him how much freedom my first 
husband allowed me, and cursed him 
and accused me of loving him, though 
he was in his grave. Jimmy threatened 
to kill me out of jealousy for Mr. Oer- 
ter. 

“I told him I was going to tell his 
mother how unjustly he accused me, 
and he dared me to do it. He then left 
the house. 

as Wife's Silence. 

“The next morning I went to his 
mother’s house, for she was always a 
good friend to me. Jimmy was there 
asleep, but he woke up when I came 
in and begged me not to tell hig mother 
all that he had done to make me 
wretched. 

“But I did tell his mother everything.

‘Now that you've told her, won't you 
make up with me? I own I've done 


you wrong, but I'll make amends.’ I 
told him TI couldn't trust him, as he 
couldn't control his jealousy.

He Urges New Law to Allow 
Great Combinations to 
Reorganize. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—All prose- 
cutions of trusts which the Government 
has been carrying on ever since The- 
odore Roosevelt went into the White 
| House will be stopped, it is said, if a 
measure which the President is urging 
is enacted. The Attorney-General’s 
slate will be wiped clean, it is under- 
stood here, and all business combina- 
tions will be permitted to reorganize 
under the naw statute. 

The principal prosecutions being con- 
ducted now are the suits to dissolve 
the Standard Oil Co. and the American 
Tobacco Co. and to separate the Har- 
riman Pacific railroads. [If the bill, 
which, it is proposed, shall take the 
place of the Sherman anti-trust law, is 
placed on the statute books, these great 
corporations probably will be allowed to 
reorganize. 

Calls Law Unreasonable. 

In messages and speeches President 
Roosevelt has deleared that the Sher- 
man law is unreasonable in that it per- 
mits no form of combination. This 
opinion has been strengthened by re- 
cent Supreme Court decisions, which 
nullified the employers’ Hability act and 
the Erdman act prohibiting employers 
from discriminating against men as 
members or nonmembers of labor unions, 
and which applied the Sherman law to 
prohibit labor unions from boycotting 
products of manufacturers. 

The new bill was discussed at a con- 
ference at the White House, which took 
up a greater part of Wednesday night 
and extended into the morning. The 
Fresident is at work on the final draft 
cf the bill, which provides: 

1. That industrial combinations may 
be formed, and those existing contin- 
ued, if all information asked for be sup- 
plied to the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions, thus placing the trusts under Fed- 
eral control. 

2. That railroads may make pools, or 
traffic agreements, if the agreements 
are submitted to and approved by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Would Allow Combinations. 

8. That even “parallel and competing 
railroads’”” may consolidate, if all the 
circumstances are made known to and 
approved by .the Federal Government. 

4. That labor organizations shall be 
exempted from the _ statute covering 
“conspiracies in restraint of trade.” 

The long conference was arranged by 
Seth Low of the Civic Federation. Oth- 
ers present were Secretary Root, Secre- 
tary Garfield, Attorney-General Bona- 
parte, Herbert Knox Smith, Commis- 
sioner of Corporations; Francis L. Stat- 
son of New York, counsel for J. Pier- 
pont Morgan; Victor Morawitz, general 
solicitor of the Santa Fe, and Samuel 
Gompers, head of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

It is the understanding that if this 
bill is passed all pending prosecutions 
of trusts will be stopped and the slate 
wiped clean. Combinations of ali 
kinds will be given an opportunity to 
adjust themselves to the new law. 

Civic Federation’s Ideas. 

The proposed changes in the law are 
along the Hines. suggested by the con- 
ference of the Civic Federation, held in 
Chicago a few weeks ago. These ideas 
were presented to Commissioner 
Smith. 

The particular inrerest of the labor 
organizations {is to secure an amend- 
ment to the Sherman law, which will 
exempt them from the practical opera- 
tion of the act as conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade. A proposition of thn: 
kind now {is pending in Congress, but 
in the opinion of some of the partict- 
pants in the White House conference it 
would be unconstitutional if enacted in 
its present shape.

Bullets Taken From Exhumed 
Body to Try to Prove 
Him a Martyr. 





CHICAGO, March 13.—The Tribune to- 
day says that carefully laid plans for 
the defense of the name of Lazarus 
Averbuch, who attempted to assassi- 
nate Chief of Police Shippy, were re- 


vealed when the body of the youth 
was exhumed from the potter's fleld and 
reburied after an autopsy. It devel- 
oped that John Maynard Harlan’s law 
firm had been retained for the defense 
at the inquest to be held next Wednes- 
day. 

Harold Le Clair Ickes, Mr. Harlan’s 
associate, attended the autopsy, which 
was performed by Dr. Ludwig Heckoen 
of the Rush Medical College. The fa- 
mous pathologist has been retained by 
the same influential interests that se- 
cured Mr. Harlan as legal representa- 
tive.

Really a 
large duck, but at the distance you 
will see it, a mere speck on the ho- 
rizon. 

White-Winged Scoter—This is the 
black surf duck, which you have some- 
times. thought you could get if you 
had a submarine boat. Rare, but get- 
ting no rarer. 

Surf-Scoter—Almost the same duck, 
but a little further out. Sometimes 
called the spectacled coot because of 
its ability to see you before you see it. 

Widgeon—You can kill this duck if 
you catch him flying against the wind. 
If he is going with the wind you might 
as well save the ammunition. 

Ruddy Duck—Sometimes called fool 
duck, because it is foolish like a fox.

Fairly common in Mis- 
souri, but generally flies out of one end 
of the lake just as you blow in on the 
other. 

Pintail—One of the earliest and 
finest of our ducks, and also one of 
the wisest. Comes when it is too cold 
to hunt, files barely within sight of 
the earth, and rises upon sight of water 
or other likely place for danger. 

Wood Duck—Ado of his kind.

Redhead—Original of the expres- 
sion ‘‘can fly like a redhead.”

Green-Winged Teal—A common 
spring visitant, a great relish, and a

Blue-Winged Teal—A larger duck, 
and easier to hit because he is larger, 
and not because he files any slower.

ARIS is preparing to startle the 
yg world of fashion by something so 
old that it’s really new again. 

If you want to be just a little ahead 
of the fashion wear a ruff. 

You need not wear a ruff like Queen 
Elizabeth’s. You can imitate that of 
any Queen you prefer. The beautiful 
Scottish Queen Mary, for instance, wore 
a ruff that was only a little exagger- 
ation of the ruching which has been so 
popular, and this will probably be quite 
the vogue among people who don’t go 
to fashion’s limit. 

But others will wear a much wider 
ruff of very stiff maline, almost an 
exact imitation of Maria de Medici’s 
in her younger Gays, before she grew 
so fat that the ruff had to be expanded 
to make up for a total absence of neck.

Supposed Assailants Talk in 
Saloon of “Fixing’’ Oppo- 
nent in Debate. 








FIT, REPORTS OFFICER 





Patrolman Says Fatally In- 
jured Man Is Hurt in Epi- 
leptic Attack. 





With the back of his skull crushed in 
and his clothes torn and rumpled as 
though he had been in a struggle, Daniel 
McGovern, 32 years eld, of 907 Market 
street, was found lying unconscious on 
the sidewalk in from of 10 North Tenth 
street at 12:15 a. m. Friday. Policeman 
Frank Fahey of Central District, who 
made the discovery, took McGovern to 
the City Hospital and then made out a 
written report setting forth that Mc- 
Govern, in a fit of epilepsy, had prob- 
ably fallen. McGovern's chances of re- 
covery, the hospital surgeons say, are 
slight. 

Night Chief Gillaspy was not satisfied 
with Fahey’s theory and ordered Detec- 
tives Fox and Dowell to make a thor- 
ough investigation. The result of the 
investigation has convinced the police 
that McGovern was assaulted by two 
unidentified men who are being sought. 

lHins Argument Over Labor. 

The detectives learned that shortly 
before he was found unconscious, Mc- 
Govern had visited the saloon of Bock 
Bros., 923 Market street, and had there 
engaged in an argument about labor 
conditions with two other men. A 
fourth man joined the party and when 
the argument waxed hot John Kispert, 
107 North Broadway, the bartender, 
ejected the quartet. The four men 
walked west on Market street. A few 
minutes later the two men with whom 
McGovern had argued returned to the 
saloon and ordered a drink. 

“We fixed that guy,’’ one of them said 
to Kispert. ‘‘He got what he was look- 
ing for.” 

The two left the saloon immediately 
afterward. 

Detectives Fox and Dowell say the two 
men walked with McGovern to Tenth 
and Market street and there assaulted 
him. The fourth man, who, the detec- 
tives believe, was friendly toward Mc- 
Govern, fled when the fight commenced. 

Friend in Philadelphia. 

The police are antious to find the 

fourth man, in the hope that he can 


give them some clew to the identity of 
the two assailants. 

At the City Hospital when searched, 
McGovern was found to have a memo- 
randum book in which was written. ‘In 
case of accident or death notify J. Sau- 
ter, 1221 Warnock street, Philadelphia.” 

Little is known of McGovern at the 
Market street address where he stopped. 
His condition is said to be critical.
